REPORT, 

SCHOO  L  COMMITTER 


Gentlemen  :— Agreeably  to  the  statutes  of  the  commonwealth, 
jour  committee  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  of  the 
condition  of  the  public  schools  in  town  for  the  school  year  1862-3. 

Aside  from  district  No.  8,  which  has  been  under  the  direction 
of  the  Stoughton  school  committee,  twelve  public  schools  have 
been  kept  in  ten  school  districts,  in  which  have  been  employed  23 
teachers— -9  males  and  14  females. 

In  the  said  ten  districts,  on  the  first  day  of  May  1862,  there 
were  606  scholars,  as  defined  by  law  ;  of  these,  550,  or  90.7  per 
cent.,  attended  the  schools  during  the  summer  terms,  and  526,  or 
86.6  per  cent,  in  the  winter  terms. 

Whole  number  of  children  attending  the  schools  during  the 
summer  was  587,  at  an  average  cost  of  14.7  cents  per  week  ;  and 
whole  number  in  the  winter  was  596,  at  an  average  cost  of  24.5 
cents  per  week. 

The  cost  of  maintaining  the  schools,  under  the  present  system, 
for  the  required  term  of  six  months,  is  quite  a  heavy  tax  ;  yet  it 
is  believed  they  have  been  conducted  with  as  much  prudence  and 
economy,  as  sound  wisdom  would  dictate.  We  recommend  that 
a  no  less  sum  be  appropriated  than  during  the  previous  year. 
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At  a  meeting  of  the  committee,  holden  April  22d,  it  was  voted, 
"  That  each  member  of  the  committee  be  a  sub-committee  with 
charge  of  the  districts  assigned  him,  subject  to  the  control  of 
the  full  board." 

Your  committee  have  adopted  this  plan,  believing  it  to  be 
equally  or  more  efficient,  while  it  is  considerably  less  expensive. 

In  pursuance  of  said  vote,  districts  No,  1,  3,  5  and  9  were  as- 
signed to  Mr.  Pratt ;  districts  No.  2,  4,  10  and  11  to  Mr.  With- 
ington,  and  districts  No.  6  and  7  to  Mr.  Fuller. 

The  following  "  detailed  reports"  are  offered  by  the  respective 
sub-committees. 

FIRST  DIVISION. 

District  No.  3.  Summer  term — teacher,  Miss  Betsey  A.  White. 
Miss  White  labored  with  fidelity  and  success  for  the  improvement 
of  the  pupils  committed  to  her  care.  She  exhibited,  so  far  as 
your  committee  were  able  to  discern,  in  their  visits,  a  happy  and 
kind  disposition  in  her  intercourse  with  her  pupils,  which  was 
productive  of  order  without  much  apparent  effort,  The  recita- 
tions at  the  examination  were  prompt  and  correct,  affording  un- 
mistakable evidence  that  the  pupils  had  been  diligent  in  their 
studies,  and  that  great  pains  had  been  taken  by  the  teacher. 
Thoroughness  and  order,  evidently  was  the  motto  of  the  teacher. 

Winter  term — teacher,  Mr.  Oliver  Howard,  of  Easton.  Mr. 
Howard  having  obtained  the  requisite  attainments,  in  one  of  our 
State  Normal  Schools,  took  charge  of  this  school  fully  prepared 
for  his  duties.  This  is  his  first  school,  yet  he  conducts  it  in  a 
manner  gratifying  to  the  committee,  and  profitable  to  the  scholars. 
The  school  has  not  yet  closed,  but  when  last  visited  by  the  com- 
mittee, appeared  in  a  prosperous  condition,  notwithstanding  a 
vacation  of  four  weeks  near  the  middle  of  the  term,  occasioned  by 
the  sickness  of  the  teacher, 

District  No.  5.  Summer  term — teacher,  Miss  Eliza  D.  King- 
man, of  North  Bridgewater.  This  school  had  previously  enjoyed 
the  very  acceptable  instructions  of  this  teacher,  and  was  favored 
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In  again  securing  her  services.  Her  reputation  in  the  district 
was  well  established,  and  much  was  naturally  expected  from  her. 
This  anticipation  was  fully  realized.  The  same  gentle 
and  genial  spirit,  the  same  active  and  amiable  manner,  the 
same  efficient  and  excellent  method,  which  have  characterized  her 
as  a  teacher  heretofore,  were  still  manifested,  so  that  she  conduct- 
ed the  school  through  the  term  with  her  accustomed  ability  and 
success. 

Winter  term— teacher,  Mr.  Elijah  Allen,  of  Mansfield.  This 
school  prospered  under  the  care  of  its  teacher,  making  a  good  de- 
gree of  progress  during  the  term.  The  teacher  not  having  had 
much  experience,  failed  to  make  the  examination  as  spirited  and 
showy  as  is  sometimes  done  ;  still  your  committee  believe  that  as 
much  permanent  advancement  was  made  in  the  branches  pursue 
ed,  as  has  been  made  at  any  previous  term. 

The  scholars  were  more  irregular  in  attendance  than  the  schol- 
ars of  this  school  usually  have  been. 

District  No.  9.  Summer  term- — teacher,  Miss  Olive  J.  Reed. 
This  school  appeared  well,  and  there  was  a  marked  improvement 
towards  the  close  of  the  term  in  the  point  of  order.  Your  com- 
mittee believe  that  the  teacher  labored  faithfully  to  instruct 
those  under  her  care,  and  that  the  school  will  compare  far 
vorably  with  the  other  schools  in  town.  A  greater  degree  of  reg- 
ularity in  attendance  would  add  to  the  usefulness  of  this,  as  well 
as  many  other  schools  in  town. 

Winter  term — teacher,  Mr.  Leonard  Selee,  of  Easton.  Mr. 
Selee  had  charge  of  this  school  the  previous  winter,  and 
was  acquainted  with  the  character  and  requirements  of  the 
school.  At  the  last  visit  of  the  committee,  this  school  present- 
ed a  studious  and  quiet  appearance,  always  desirable,  but  seldom 
found  in  our  common  schools.  We  should  do  injustice  to  our 
own  feelings  did  we  not  express  the  opinion  that  the  school  is  in 
a  more  prosperous  condition  than  during  his  previous  term.

SECOND  DIVISION. 

District  No.  1.  Summer  and  winter — Miss  Sophia  E.  Pratt, 
©f  Easton.  This  young  teacher  had  charge  of  the  school  dur- 
ing both  summer  and  winter  terms,  we  are  glad  to  say  with  cred- 
it, to  herself  and  profit  to  the  school.  The  attendance  of  pupils 
was  very  good,  though  somewhat  interrupted  by  sickness;  the 
record  of  punctuality  remarkably  fair,  only  one  name,  during  the 
w  inter,  being  registered  for  tardiness.  Order  seemed  to  be  well 
preserved,  considering  the  proportion  of  quite  young  children  at- 
tending. The  recitations  as  a  whole,  showed  interest  and  perse- 
verence,  both  in  imparting  and  receiving  knowledge.  The  notice- 
able defects  were  such  as  must  exist  in  a  mixed  or  ungraded 
school.  We  heartily  commend  the  efforts  of  the  teacher  and  the 
genera]  docility  of  her  charge. 

District  No.  2.  Summer- — teacher,  Miss  Catherine  E.  John- 
son, of  Newton ville.  The  appearance  of  this  school  could  not 
but  afford  the  highest  gratification  to  the  parents  of  the  district,, 
as  it  did  to  the  committee.  The  inexperience  of  the  teacher,  in 
connection  with  the  former  reputation  of  the  school,  gave  rise  to 
some  fears  for  her  success,  which,  happily  proved  without  foun- 
dation. By  mildness  and  firmness  of  government,  and  faithful- 
ness in  instruction,  Miss  Johnson  fairly  won  the  respect  and  af- 
fection of  her  pupils,  and  secured  their  co-operation  in  her  labors 
for  their  good. 

Winter— teacher,  Mr.  S.  M.  Brown,  of  Stoughton.  Mr.  Brown 
fully  sustained  his  previous  reputation  as  an  instructor,  and  left, 
as  he  came,  with  the  esteem  and  confidence  of  those  he  served. 
The  favorable  report  of  the  summer  was  confirmed,  and  we  are 
happy  to  add  our  testimony  to  the  satisfactory  discipline  and 
progress  of  the  school. 

District  No.  4.  Summer— teacher,  Miss  E.  W.  Deanes,  of 
Easton.  The  high  estimation  in  which  Miss  Deanes  has  long 
been  held  as  a  teacher  in  this  vicinity,  renders  needless  prolong- 
ed remarks  upon  the  state  of  the  school.    Our  assurance  is  not

required  that  no  portion  of  the  time  spent  in  the  school  room  was 
suffered  to  be  wasted,  and  that  whatever  was  learned  was  learned 
thoroughly. 

Winter— teacher,  Mr.  Henry  A.  Dean,  of  Foxborough.  This 
school  was  again  committed  to  the  care  of  its  teacher  of  the  pre- 
vious winter,  and  we  might  reasonably  expect  greater  proficiency 
than  if  it  had  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  a  stranger.  The  vis- 
iting committee  have  noticed  in  his  administration,  no  cause  for 
complaint,  and  believe  that  it  has  given  general  satisfaction. 

District  No.  10.  Summer — teacher,  Miss  Mary  L.  Billings, 
of  Sharon.  Miss  Billings  came  to  us  with  good  recommendations, 
and  in  this,  her  first  school,  labored  well  and  faithfully,  with  an 
earnest  desire  to  succeed.  Owing  to  the  illness  of  the  member  of 
the  committee  whose  duty  it  was  to  visit  the  school,  we  cannot 
speak  so  fully  as  we  could  desire  of  its  deportment  and  progress. 

Winter — teacher,  Mr.  Henry  L.  Reed,  of  Easton.  The  pru- 
dential committee  opened  the  school  early  in  September,  with  the 
same  teacher  as  during  the  summer,  in  defiance  of  the  wishes  of 
a  considerable  part  of  its  patrons  ;  it  being  commonly  under- 
stood in  the  district  that  a  male  teacher  should  be  employed  at 
the  usual  time.  An  appeal  being  made  to  the  town's  committee, 
they  visited  the  school,  and  finding  but  a  minority  of  the  scholars 
in  attendance,  stated  the4  case  to  Miss  Billings,  who,  with  their 
concurrence,  immediately  resigned  her  position. 

The  prudential  committee  then  utterly  neglecting  and  refusing 
to  do  his  duty,  the  member  of  the  town's  committee,  having 
charge  in  the  district,  employed  Mr.  Reed  to  keep  the  school  for 
the  remaining  term  of  ten  weeks,  which  he  did  in  a  satisfactory 
manner,  notwithstanding  the  efforts  of  certain  evil  disposed  per- 
sons to  cause  interruption  and  disturbance  by  removing  window 
sashes  from  the  school  house,  and  other  unlawful  acts.  Mr.  Reed 
gives  high  promise  of  usefulness  in  this  vocation.  The  committee 
are  forced  to  protest  against  the  disgraceful  conduct,  on  the  part 
of  inhabitants  of  the  district,  which  has  long  interfered  with  an 
enjoyment  of  the  intended  benefits  of  a  public  school.  Unless 
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this  ceases,  it  seems  inexpedient  for  the  town  to  appropriate  mon- 
ey thus  to  be  wasted  by  a  divided  district. 

District  No.  11.  Summer— teacher,  Miss  M.  K.  Alden,  of 
Mansfield.  This  teacher,  brought  reputation,  experience  and 
energy  to  her  work,  and  performed  it  to  the  apparent  satisfaction 
of  the  district.  The  order  of  the  school  was  very  good  :  the  at- 
tendance likewise.  Much  attention  seemed  to  be  given  to  prepar- 
ing for  exhibition  at  the  close. 

Winter— teacher,  Mr.  Daniel  H.  Pratt,  of  Easton.  We  have 
nothing  to  add  to  or  subtract  from  the  report  of  the  previous  year. 
The  same  order,  proficiency  and  thoroughness,  characterised 
every  department.  During  the  unavoidable  absence  of  the  teach- 
er toward  the  close  of  the  term,  his  place  was  well  filled  by  Miss 
E.  W.  Deanes.  The  school  maintained  its  high  rank  in  the  mat- 
ter of  attendance.

THIRD  DIVISION. 
District  No.  6.  Summer  term — teacher,  Miss  Harriet  L. 
Goodwin,  of  Mansfield.  Miss  Goodwin  succeeded  well  in  this  dis- 
trict the  previous  summer.  We  expected  a  good  school  this  term 
and  were  not  disappointed.  Her  heart  was  in  the  work,  and  her 
interest  in  the  duties  of  the  school  room- 
Winter  term — teacher,  Mr.  William  M.  Howland.  This  was 
the  best  term  of  the  school  we  have  ever  visited.  Mr.  Howland 
devoted  himself  to  the  welfare  of  his  pupils,  and  labored  with  care 
and  fidelity.  All  the  classes  made  excellent  progress.  The  ac- 
curacy and  readiness  in  recitations  of  geography,  and  mathemat- 
ics, on  examination  day,  indicated  a  thorough  study  and  drill, 
and  we  heard  some  very  excellent  reading.  A  very  commenda- 
ble degree  of  discipline  prevailed  in  the  school. 

District  No.  7.  The  inhabitants  of  this  district  have  again 
generously  contributed  to  the  support  of  the  school,  and  contin- 
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ued  it  four  months  beyond  the  required  term.  It  gives  us  pleas- 
ure to  record  anew  its  enviable  progress  and  prosperity.  The 
system  now  pursued  and  the  labors  of  a  faithful  corps  of  teachers, 
have  wrought  an  entire  revolution  in  the  scholarship  and  deport- 
ment of  the  pupils.  The  healthful  and  genial  influence  of  the 
school  upon  the  children,  plainly  appears,  whether  we  meet  them 
in  the  school  room,  on  the  public  highway  or  elsewere.  And  it 
can  only  be  a  source  of  gratification  to  us  all,  that  the  investment 
has  proved  so  profitable, — how  profitable  all-trying  time  will  de- 
termine.   Let  us  continue  patiently  in  well-doing. 

The  primary  department  continued  under  the  charge  of  Miss 
H.  A.  Cushing,  till  the  fall  term,  with  the  same  most  excellent 
success,  which  lias  uniformly  attended  her  labors  in  the  district. 
Miss  Emily  A.  Dicker  man,  taught  the  school  during  the  fall  term. 
She  came  to  us  well  recommended,  and  worked  in  the  school  pa- 
tiently and  industriously.  But  she  needed  energy,  and  tact  in 
discipline ;  not  so  much  progress  was  made,  and  we  missed  the 
good  order  of  previous  terms.  The  winter  term  finds  the  old 
teacher  back  to  her  post ;  and  Mrs.  Lake  is  still  Miss  Cushing-  in 
the  school  room.     Tantum  sufficit. 

Miss  N.  J.  Ford  still  has  charge  of  the  intermediate  depart- 
ment. Her  labors  from  term  to  term  have  been  eminently  suc- 
cessful. We  observe  no  less  of  interest  or  energy  ;  and  the  rep- 
utation acquired  in  points  indicated  in  the  previous  report,  has 
been  fully  sustained.  Mr.  0.  B.  Stone  has  continued  teacher  in 
the>  grammar  school,  assisted  by  Mrs.  Stone  and  Miss  Eliza  D. 
Kingman.  It  is  rare  good  fortune  that  has  given  us  the  valuable 
services  of  Mr.  Stone  so  long.  Our  limits  will  not  allow  us  to 
set  down  all  the  good  traits  of  a  superior  teacher,  which  he  pos- 
sesses. His  admirable  system  of  discipline  has  brought  the  order 
of  the  school  to  a  high  degree  of  perfection.  Accuracy  and  thor- 
oughness characterise  all  his  teaching.  An  entire  devotion  to 
the  duties  of  his  avocation,  a  very  felicitous  mode  of  imparting 
instruction,  and  careful  drill  on  elementary  principles,  have 
wrought  a  most  worthy  state  of  scholarship  in  the  school.  Pupils

are  studious  ;  and  not  satisfied  with  learning  merely,  but  zealous 
to  comprehend.  Mr  Stone  has  been  ably  seconded,  in  his  efforts, 
by  his  assistants.  Mrs  Stone  showed  unusual  fitness  for  her  po- 
sition. Some  of  her  classes,  especially  one  in  mental  arthmetic, 
were  the  best  of  any  we  have  ever  seen.  Miss  Kingman  is  an 
old  teacher  in  town.  We  expected  good  results  from  her  labor, 
and  have  not  been  disappointed.  Her  reputation  previously  earn- 
ed, has  been  well  maintained.  The  progress  made  in  all  the 
brances  taught  in  the  school,  is  very  satisfactory. 

Fellow  Citizens  : — Our  schools  present  many  pleasing  features 
to  which  we  are  glad  to  refer.  The  gradual  improvement  in  at- 
tendance— the  large  and  growing  list  of  names,  which  we  annu- 
ally publish, — the  higher  tone  of  disciple, — more  thoroughness  in 
the  mode  of  study, — the  more  getlemanly  and  ladylike  deport- 
ment among  the  pupils, — greater  interest  among  parents  and  the 
inhabitants  of  the  town,  in  the  welfare  of  the  schools  ;  an  interest 
which  we  hope  to  see  increase  from  term  to  term,  giving  encour- 
agement alike  to  teacher  and  scholars ;  all  these  matters  afford 
fruitful  themes  for  reflection.  It  would  give  us  great  pleasure, 
and  it  might  not  be  without  profit,  to  discuss  them  at  length.  Yet 
we  believe  there  is  still  room  for  improvement ;  and  it  may  be  best  , 
in  the  short  space  we  have,  to  refer  more  minutely  to  some  of  the 
adverse  circumstances  under  which  our  schools  labor.  And  we 
trust  we  shall  offend  no  one,  if  we  give  free  expression  to  our  hon- 
est convictions.  "  Look  into  thy  heart  and  write,"  said  Sir  Phil- 
ip Sidney.  Your  committee  have  taken  no  little  pains  to  have  a 
uniform  set  of  text  books  used  in  all  the  schools.  These,  as  now 
authorized  and  directed  to  be  used,  are  as  follows,  viz. — Scrip- 
tures ;  Hillard's  series  of  Readers ;  Town's  Speller  and  definer  ; 
Tower's  Elements  of  Grammar,  Common  School  Grammar  and 
Grammar  of  Composition  ;  Greenleaf 's  New  Primary,  Common 
School,  and  Nathional  Arithmetics  ;  Warren  Colburn's  Mental 
Arithmetic;  Greenleaf 's  Algebra;  Cornell's  series  of  Geogra- 
phies, viz.  First  Steps,  Primary,  Intermediate,  Grammar  School, 


and  (by  special  permission,)  High  School ;  Quackenbos'  History 
of  the  United  States  ;  Cutter's  Physiology,  and  Payson,  Dun  ton 
and  Scribner's  Penmanship. 

Each  of  these  series  is  graduated,  rising  from  the  simplest  ele- 
ments to  their  more  complex  and  intricate  combinations.  Far  too 
frequently,  when  visiting  the  schools,  we  are  pained  at  seeing 
scholars  struggling  laboriously  with  an  advanced  text  book,  who 
are  not  masters  even  of  the  first  elements  of  the  science.  And 
permit  us  to  caution  you  not  to  be  anxious  for  the  rapid  advance 
of  your  children  from  a  text  book  of  a  lower  to  one  of  a  higher 
grade.  Let  each  book  be  thoroughly  learned,  before  passing  to 
another  ;  not  simply  committed  but  understood,  assimilated  and 
part  of  the  pupil's  mind  ;  as  Bacon  has  it,  chewed,  swallowed  and 
digested. 

Complaints  are  often  made— thoughtlessly  we  believe— whenever 
a  change  is  made  in  our  text  books.  Doubtless,  changes  are  not 
always  for  the  best.  Yet  changes  are  necessary,  if  we  would  keep 
pace  with  the  march  of  human  events.  Take,  for  instance,  the  science 
of  Geography ;  observe  how  the  ancient  boundaries  of  the  nations 
of  the  old  world  have  been  swept  away  ;  how  nations  figuring  con- 
spicuously on  a  map  made  twenty  five  years  ago,  have  now  no  dis- 
tinct existence,  while  other  peoples  have  built  up  for  themselves  a 
new  nationality.  Observe,  too,  how  old  despotic  systems  of  gov- 
nerment,  and  old  forms  of  industrial  life,  have  given  place  to  new 
and  higher  modes  of  polity  and  labor.  And  the  science  itself  is 
hardly  able  to  keep  even  handed  with  the  rapid  growth  and  ex- 
pansion of  the  nations  of  the  new  world.  The  progress  of  science 
is  constantly  revealing  many  things  before  occult ;  constantly 
showing  much  of  our  knowledge  to  have  been  in  part  or  wholly 
erroneous,  and  resting  upon  a  sandy  foundation.  And  often  a 
writer,  with  more  logic,  method  and  deeper  insight,  gives  us  a 
vastly  better  book  than  any  of  his  predecessors. 

Your  committee  are  satisfied  that  the  district  system,  and  the 
unfavorable  manner  in  which  the  town  is  districted,  are  the  most 
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sinuous  obstacle  to  the  progress  and  highest  welfare  of  out 
schools. 

Under  the  most  favorable  auspices,  a  long  catalogue  of  evils 
attend  the  system.  It  has  been  unanimously  condemned  by  the 
Secretaries  of  the  Board  of  Education.  Secretary  Boutwell  in 
his  last  annual  report,  page  113,  pointedly  remarks  ;  "  I  agree 
with  Mr.  Mann,  when  he  says  :  6 1  consider  the  law  of  1789,  the 
germ  of  which  may  be  found  in  the  Province  Law  of  8  George 
I.,  chap.  1,  (Anc.  eh.  p.  666.)  authorizing  towns  to  divide  them- 
selves into  districts,  the  most  unfortunate  law,  on  the  subject  of 
common  schools,  ever  enacted  in  the  State.'  It  should  ever  be 
remembered,  however,  that  the  act  of  1789  was  innocent  in  lan- 
guage and  in  intention  of  the  evils  that  have  sprung  from  subse- 
quent legislation  upon  the  subject.  I  trust  the  day  will  again 
and  speedily  be  seen  when  every  town  will,  in  its  municipal  ca- 
pacity, manage  its  schools  and  equalize  the  expense  of  education." 

Ln  his  twenty  third  annual  report,  page  75,  he  says  :  "  I  enter- 
ed upon  the  duties  of  the  office  I  now  hold  with  some  faith  in  the 
district  system ;  my  observation  and  experience  have  destroyed 
that  faith  entirely.  It  is  a  system  admirably  calculated  to  secure 
poor  schools,  incompetent  teachers,  consequent  waste  of  public 
money,  and  yet  'neither  committees  nor  districts,  nor  towns  be 
responsible  therefor.  It  is  unquestionably  true  that  the  best 
schools  are  found  where  the  system  does  not  exist  ;  whenever  a 
town  lias  established  the  municipal  system,  and  adhered  to  it  for 
two  years,  there  has  never  within  my  knowledge,  been  a  serious 
effort  in  favor  of  the  restoration  of  the  district  system.  These 
facts  are  so  encouraging  and  so  conclusive  that  they  ought,  with- 
out argument,  to  convince  the  most  skeptical."  The  system  is  al- 
so elaborately  discussed  in  the  sixteenth  annual  report  by  Rev, 
Dr.  Sears,  and  its  evils  and  error  exposed  with  unanswerable 
logic. 

The  system  often  imposes  the  burden  of  maintaining  the  schools 
w tv  unequally  and  unjustly  upon  the  different  districts  in  a 
town.  It  not  un  frequently  happens — and  this  is  peculiarly  the  case 
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ui  our  town — that  the  greater  part  of  the  wealth  and  population 
of  the  town  are  congregated  in  two  or  three  districts,  while  the 
others  are  sparsely  inhabited,  possessing  a  comparatively  small 
amount  of  ratable  property,  so  that  the  maintenance  of  suitable 
accommodations  for  the  schools,  becomes  a  heavy  tax  upon  the 
property  holclen  therein.  Moreover  the  system  is  an  iron  obsta- 
cle in  the  way  of  grading  the  schools  ;  an  advantage,  which,  we 
trust,  is  too  apparent  to  need  illustration.  We  know  too  well, 
how  often  the  innocent  children  suffer  from  the  petty  strife  and 
feuds  constantly  arising  in  a  district.  One  of  our  own  districts, 
during  the  past  winter,  furnishes  a  lamentable  example. 

But  it  is  urged  that  the  abolition  of  the  district  system  will  en- 
danger our  liberties.  Certainly  the  least  encroachment  upon  our 
liberties  should  be  guarded  against  with  watchful  care.  But  the  ar- 
gument is  wholly  specious.  It  is  only  a  question  of  economy  and 
expediency.  As  in  our  national  polity  the  lowest  organizations 
known  are  the  States,  so  are  the  towns  the  least  in  the  common- 
wealth ;  and  a  political  organization  below  these,  is  a  non-entity. 
That  the  mode  of  taking  care  of  the  roads  and  poor  of  the  town, 
are  questions  affecting  our  liberty,  is  supremely  ludicrous ;  and 
equally  so  is  this  argument  for  the  perpetuating  the  district  sys- 
tem. The  preamble  of  the  aforementioned  statute,  and  the 
course  of  subsequent  legislation  upon  the  subject,  abundantly 
shew,  that  it  has  always  been  regarded  solely  as  a  question  of 
expediency. 

If  we  urge  this  subject  earnestly  upon  your  consideration,  it  is 
because  we  believe  that  now  is  the  golden  moment  for  the 
town  to  act  in  this  matter.  In  five  or  six  of  the  districts,  the 
school  houses  are  not  such  as  the  age  demands,  and  greatly  in- 
ferior to  like  buildings  in  the  towns  about  us.  At  best,  it  cannot 
be  long,  before  new  buildings  must  be  erected ;  and  unless  a 
change  is  made  soon,  the  system  may  become  fastened  upon  us  ir- 
revocably. While  in  district  No.  7,  two  hundred  and  sixty  three 
scholars  enjoy  the  privilege  of  a  first  class  annual  school  at  a  per 
capita  cost  of  about  12  cents  a  week,  it  is  necessary,  in  other  dis- 
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t  rie  is,  under  the  present  system  and  division  of  the  districts,  to 
maintain  five  schools  in  order  to  furnish  such  instruction  as  the 
law  requires  to  one  hundred  and  thirty  seven  scholars.  This,  of 
course,  can  only  be  done  at  great  expense,  reaching  in  one  case, 
as  high  as  thirty  six  and  a  half  cents.  Is  this  profitable?  Is  it 
sound  economy  ?  , 

Five  or  six  good  school  houses,  judiciously  located  in  various- 
parts  of  the  town,  and  a  small  additional  appropriation,  would 
furnish  good  graded  schools  for  all  the  children  in  town  during 
nine  or  ten  months  a  year.  This  change  could  not  be  brought 
about  at  once ;  very  likely  it  would  require  a  period  of  ten  or 
fifteen  years,  or  even  a  longer  time.  Nevertheless  the  first  step 
is  to  give  up  the  district  system,  the  stumbling  block  in  the  way 
of  all  improvement. 

Parents,  consider  this  matter  candidly  and  without  prejudice  ; 
add  such  reasons  as  your  own  better  judgment  will  suggest^ 
bearing  in  mind  withal,  that  the  future  position  in  life  of  your 
children,  their  happiness  and  welfare,  depend  mainly  upon  their 
school  days,  and  determine  well  and  wisely.
